To start off with, here is a list of 
all nine Doctors:

I really enjoyed most of DOC- 
TOR WHO #3. The part that didn't 
really appeal to me was the book 
review section. I've seen the tech- 
nical manual floating around book 
stores for quite a while, I've al- 
ready read an extensive review of 
The Unfolding Text, and I've had 
Doctor Who — A Celebration since 
January. The reviews may be 
good for those who don't have im- 
mediate access to the books, but 
they're outdated for those of us 
who do. 

I liked "The Dogs of Doom” bet- 
ter than “The Star Beast,” basi- 
cally because “Dogs” stuck closer 
to the flavor of the show than 
“Beast” did. It was nice to see 
K-9 have a larger part in this than 
he had in “Star Beast," consider- 
ing he's the only companion to 
make the transition from screen to 
comic (at Marvel, that is). By the 
way, is this K-9 mark 1 or mark 27 
If it's mark 1, it'll be tough to figure 
out when this story takes place in 
relation to the show. If it's mark 2, 
the story must take place between 
“The Invasion of Time” and “The 
Ribos Operation.” 

The one thing | definitely do not 
like about the comics is the 
Doctor's new companion, Sharon. 
She is, in one word, boring. Why, 
you ask, do | think she’s boring? 
She never argues with the Doctor! 
She agrees with him about every- 
thing and never disagrees with 
him. She doesn't ask him a whole 
lot of questions. Unfortunately, 
since these are reprint stories, | 


know she's going to be in the 
comic a while longer. When you 
guys start doing original stories for 
it, how about giving the Doctor a 
good companion. Maybe the 
Doctor could return to E-Space 
and pick up a third incarnation of 
Romana (since your contract pre- 
vents you from using the second) 
and K-9 mark 2. Think about it. 

I liked the conclusion of "Throw- 
back,” but it would have been bet- 
ter if the whole story had been in 
one issue. It was an interesting 
idea to have a Cyberman with a 
soul, if somewhat far-fetched. 
Remember, Cybermen long ago 
replaced their human brains with 
computerized brains. They operate 
on pure logic and have no feel- 
ings, so it is impossible for them to 
have souls. (Don't confuse this 
with Vulcans on Star Trek. Vul- 
cans keep their emotions bottled 
up. Cybermen simply have no 
emotions at all.) 

“The Final Quest” was good, 
but it could have been better. It 
seemed to me that the writer was 
attempting to pack an eight to ten 
page story into four pages. It also 
seemed as if the artist didn't have 
much enthusiasm for the story. 

Remember, I'm still pushing for 
you guys to feature all-new material 
in this comic. That's all for now. 
Continued success.
